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American Resolve Strong 


Pu blic In 
Accord

It is not particu larly su rprising bu t it 
is heartening to witness the response of 
the American people and the people of 
many other nations to the U.S. block ade of 
Cu ba. Next to impossible to find is the 
American citizen who disagrees with the 
action tak en by President Kennedy to stop 
the commu nist importation of missiles into 
Cu ba. It is hoped that Premier Khru ­ 
shchev’s intelligence system is work ing on 
this su bject and fu lly appraises the Krem­ 
lin boss of the firmness of the U.S. position. 
Su pport has come from every American 
ally, inclu ding the Latin American nations 
which have wavered in many other show­ 
downs with the Red 
antagonists. The com­ 
plete u nanimity of the 
su pport is also evi­ 
dence that the admin­ 
istration has not acted a bit too soon. It is 
a generally agreed u pon theory that the 
pu blic is ohen ahead of the execu tive and 
legislative branches in Washington and 
they have demonstrated in the cu rrent cri­ 
sis that they certainly are not lagging in 
the case of Cu ba. If anything, this su pport 
shows that the American people might well 
have been inclined to move long before 
the President did. 
This cannot be 
considered an actu al 
indictment, of cou rse, since the office of 
the presidency is a u niqu e one and no 
single individu al can be fu lly aware of the 
complexity of su ch a stitu ation as was 
faced by Kennedy in mak ing the Cu ban 
decision. It is one thing to sit on the side­ 
lines and philosophize on what we wou ld 
do bu t qu ite another to mak e the final 
decision. 
There is evidence that the Cu ban situ a­ 
tion cou ld not tu rn ou t to be a su bstantial 
victory for the West in its cold war with 
the commu nist world. This is nothing bu t 
a faint glimmer and specu lation at this 
point, of cou rse, bu t the mea.su re has cau ght 
the Kremlin napping and the Ru ssian re-

tion and its leaders to begin to consider 
the next move. Assu ming the block ade does 
work , the next qu estion Is what to do abou t 
the missile installations already in Cu ba. 
This cou ld be an even more complicated 
thing than the block ade. If the block ade 
work s, one explanation for It might be that 
Ru ssia already has enou gh missile capa- 
bilitv on the Caribbean island to satisfy 
her. If this is the case, the U.S. has won a 
moral victory if the block ade su ceeds bu t 
not a very real one. At that time the 
cou ntry mu st face the qu estion of missile 
installations already operational in Cu ba 
and the prospect is a bleak one. 


sponse has been exceptionally conciliatory 


it wou ld seem that the United States 
has, in effect, virtu ally committed itself to 
the eventu al elimination of these missile 
installations off the shores of Florida. The 
cou ntry cou ld not stop short of su ch elim­ 
ination withou t a seriou s risk of losing the 
respect and momentu m generated with the 
block ade. And it is this more direct show­ 
down, perhaps, that Ru ssia is now waiting 
for. 
The problem is how to go abou t elim­ 
inating these missile bases. This cou ld 
hardly be done short of some military ac­ 
tion against the Castro island. The Presi­ 
dent will, as he has said, pu rsu e all diplo­ 
matic ways of solving the problem bu t 
Ru ssia is not lik ely to give u p the Cu ban 
sites u nder any terms to which we wou ld 
agree.

So Soon Forgotten 
In the early years of the Eisenhower 
administration Sherman Adams was the 
toast of the cou ntry, the tireless, du tifu l 
and sk illed right arm of the President. 
Later, when a flaw of hu man weak ness 
destroyed the illu sion he was still one of 
the most talk ed of men. 
A little more than a decade passed. 
Mr. Adams lately accepted the task of lec­ 
tu ring on political science at Wooster Col­ 
lege in Ohio. 
On the occasion of his ar­ 
rival on the campu s a reporter u ndertook 
an inqu iry among the stu dents. He wished 
to k now what they k new abou t him. 
The ou tcome was a little staggering. 
One you ng stu dent thou ght Adams had 
once been Secretary 
of Labor. 
Another 
recalled having heard the name. Still an­ 
other was certain that .Adams had been 
fired from government for having radical 
views. Another recalled that his parents 
had been incensed becau se Adams “had 


lavished expensive gifts on the President.” 
Most of the stu dents were abou t 10 years 
old in 1952 when .Adams became the presi­ 
dential assistant. Few were more than 15 
when he departed from government. 
It is a sobering thou ght. The acts 
for good or ill of a prominent man are 
extremely perishable. Each new wave of 
you ng people wash away the memorable 
events which preceded them and each gen­ 
eration tends to live with his own heros 
and villains. The moral seems to be that 
if a man wishes to be long remembered 
his greatest hope is not so mu ch in his 
own actions, bu t in his reliance on the 
historians and the monu ment mak ers. Bu t 
there is a comforting side of it, too. .An 
eminent man can cou nt on his defeats and 
hu miliations vanishing as rapidly as his 
demonstrated virtu es. Ho can never be an 
ou tcast for long.

Moment Of Satisfaction 


It was an occasion for national satis­ 
faction when the 1962 Nobel prize for lit­ 
eratu re went to John Steinbeck . 
It was the second time arou nd for 
Steinbeck . He was the 1940 Nobel winner. 
That honor came throu gh his produ ction of 
The Grapes of Wrath, a story that dealt 
with the migration of displaced share crop­ 
pers who sou ght bu t did not find a better 
deal in California. Steinbeck has been tu rn­ 
ing ou t top rate literatu re for 30 years to 
the enrichment of his mu ltitu de of readers. 
Some of the satisfaction to be derived 
from his continu ed pacemak ing comes from 
his geniu s for perceiving social valu es 
against a back grou nd of social misfortu ne 
or inju stice. If a writer can qu alify as the 
pu blic conscience Steinbeck has a greater 
claim to that than any other .American 
writer of his generation. He can portray 


withou t bitterness. He can be an excellent 
writer and still iirevail as a moralist. More­ 
over, his treatm ent of characters and su b­ 
ject m atter shows close commu nication 
with the feelings of the average American 
reader. Dick ens indicted England for its 
callou s attitu de toward the u nfortu nate. 
Steinbeck arou ses the family instinct in his 
readers, no less ready to correct wrongs, 
bu t entering into it as in behalf of a dis­ 
tressed brother. 
The other sou rce of satisfaction is more 
su btle. In recent years the United States 
has produ ced seven Nobel prize winners. 
This means that the cou ntry has matu red 
and is produ cing its own literatu re with 
force and excellence. We have ou tgrown a 
bottle fed cu ltu re. We are now providing 
nou rishment for the world. We owe a great 
deal to ou r giants of the arts, and Stein­ 
beck is certainly one of them.

One of the more u nfortu nate legacies 
of the recent Congress is a restoration of 
what has been called the “paper cu rtain” 
—a mail censorship provision to “ protect” 
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the American people from foreign Commu ­ 
nist propaganda. 
This provision is part of the new postal 
rate and pay legislation. It provides that 
mail, other than first class mail, shall be 
detained by the Post Office if the Secretary 
of the Treasu ry determines it to be Com­ 
mu nist political propaganda. However, mail 
directed to government agencies, pu blic li­ 
braries. colleges and professional institu ­ 
tions for advanced stu dy is exempted. Also, 
addressees mu st be notified that their mail 
is being held, and may ask that it be for­ 
warded to them. 
.As passed by the Hou se, the bill wou ld 
have given the censorship job to the Ju stice 
and not Treasu ry Department, bu t the Ju s­ 
tice Department opposed the whole idea. In 
fact, in March 1961 the Post Office, Ju stice, 
Treasu ry and State Departments all recom­ 
mended against similar mail censorship 
u nder administrative order, and President 
Kennedy abolished it. 
Su ch censorship is an insu lt to the in­ 
telligence of the American people, as the 
President indicated. It represents u nwar­ 
ranted political interference with the rights 
of free commu nication, and it su ggests that 
Americans can retain these rights only by 
ask ing tiie Government to deliver mail that 
it wou ld normally deliver withou t qu estion. 
And it invites foreign reprisals .against ou r 
mail, again as the President su ggested.

4. The shape of each orna­ 
ment need not be exactly 
like the ones illustrated. But 
using the dimensions on the 
diagram will help you work 
out your own and to vary 
the size and shape for inter­ 


est. My color suggestions for 
the ornaments are; No. 1, 
red; No. 2, turquoise; No. 3, 
green: No. 4, coral; No. 5, 
medium blue. 
To Make: 
1. Hem apron sides 
and 
ties with a narrow 
hem. 
F'old, press and stitch bot­ 
tom hem 2 inches wide. 
2. Stitch regular gold rick­ 
rack on stem markings ac­ 
cording to pattern.
